The Prisoner Himself Seems to Have 


Lost Interest in the Monotonous 


Questions. 


New York, Jan. 24.—Evelyn Nesbit 


Thaw, the beautiful wife of Harry K 
Thaw, wept soi'tly all through the 
trial of her husband today, and her 
triend, May McKenzie, had to corafoit 
her to prevent the young woman fioni 
breaking down. From the time her 
husband was brought into court ua'il 
the morning session concluded, Evelyn 
displayed much emotion. Her sistei- 
in-law, Mrs. George Carnegie, sat 
neaiby unaffected and apparently un- 
mindful of Mrs. Thaw's deep feeling. 
The full realization of her husband's 
position has ecme to the j'oung wo- 
matf, and her fears for the outcome 
of this crisis in her life has shown her 
restless and apprehensive manner. 


The examination of talesmen pro- 


ceeded slowly and though nine tales- 
men were called up to noon, no addi- 
tional men were selected to sit in the 
jury box. The jurors are 
to 
oe 


locked up each night, and this threat- 
ens to make it difficult to find tales- 
men willing to serve. 


"Mrs. 
William Thaw, mother of the 


defendant, and the Countess of Yar- 
mouth didn't attend the mornins ses- 
sion today. Harry took only a desul- 
tory interest today in the selection of 
the jury. The same questions seemed 
to pall on him and he grew weaiy of 
the proceedings.

Thaw's 
most eloquent advocate

large array of counsel is the pale- 
faced, bine-eyed girl who sits waiting 
and watching near her husband and 
ready to go to his defense. 


The plea 01 emotional insanity 


hinges upon this story of Evelyn Nes- 
bit. The jury will determine whether 
her alleged wrongs at the hands of 
Stanford White were sufficient cause 
to provoke so great a transitory de- 
fect of reaspn in Harry Thaw as to 
cause him to Kill his wife's former 
admirer. 


When court opened it was learned 


that Mrs. Charles J. Holman. mother 
of Evelyn Nesbit had placed herself 
and the jurisdiction of the New York 
court and would testify qgainst Har- 
ry Thaw. 
She will tell the story cf 


White's care for her daughter in seek- 
ing to keep Thaw away from the girl, 
whom he is alleged to have cruelly ill- 
treated. Mrs. Holman is in the city 
but her place of abode is kept secret 


New York, Jan. 24. — The trial of 


Harry K. Thaw for the murder of 
Stanford White, the architect, last 
June, it now well under way. Progress 
has been made in the task of selecting 
Jurors, each talesman being carefully 
examined when called before court. 
The examination of each talesman was 
followed with the keenest interest, as 
It was thought the line of questioning 
by the attorneys for Thaw would de- 
velop the character of the defense 
'they are to set up. There was disap- 
pointment in thi» respect. The de- 
fendant's counsel seemed perfectly 
•willing to accept any proposed juror 
•who satisfactorily answered the ques- 
tions put by District Attorney Jerome, 
who personally conducted the exam- 
inations. 
The defense peremptorily 


challenged two talesmen, however, 
who gave their business as architects. 
Mr. Jerome asked each talesman in 
turn if he would be influenced by the 
so-called higher or unwritten law, to 
the exclusion of the actual laws of the 
state as they would be laid down by 
Justice Fitzgerald. There was none 
to say he would not accept the court's 
ruling as to all questions of law. On 
the question of insanity as an excuse 
for the crime, Mr. Jerome explained 
to each talesman that the law excused 
only those persons who were laboring 
tinder such a defective reason as not 
to know the nature or the quality of 
the act committed, or even to know 
that the act was wroag. "That is the 
tow." 4eclared Mr. Jerome. "Now 


would you import into your conclusion 
any imaginary form of insanity you 
might have in mind or that might be 
suggested to you, to the exclusion of 
the law as it will be laid down to you 
by the court?" 
Again the talesmen 


said in turn that they would be guided 
solely by the court. 


The talesmen were asked if they 


knew Thaw's friends, 
or White's 


or anyone connected with the case. 
They were asked if they were on the 
Madison Fqnarp roof s-a^dp" thp T»grM 
of the tragedy, if they had friends in 
Pittsburg, or if their sympathy or 
emotions would affect their fair-mind- 
ed judgment. 
The examinations by 


District Attorney 
Jerome 
and by 


Thaw's counsel varied little on essen- 
tial points. 
The presence of three 


noted alienists in the courtroom, as 
prospective witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, created some comment. 


The usual percentage of talesmen 


who declare their conscientious scru- 
ples against capital punishment was 
missing. On the other hand, however, 
every talesman examined said he had 
formed or expressed an opinion in the 
case. All admitted, however, that 
their opinions were based on news- 
paper reports, and these had been so 
conflicting from time to time as to 
make their opinions susceptible of 
change by actual evidence. 


Thaw and Relatives. 


Thaw sat at the table set apart for 


his counsel. At times he seemed to 
take a lively interest in the examina- 
tion of the men summoned to decide 
his fate, leaning well forward and 
holding his hand to his ear to catch 
every word that might fall from the 
lips of the talesmen. Again he would 
seem listless, and his eyes, deep set 
and having something -of a stare, 
roved about the courtroom. His face 
was pallid, doubtless due to his seven 
months' confinement in the Tombs. 
Thaw is fully six feet in height and 
is quite thin. He wore a dark blue 
sack suit and had always with him a 
plaid ulster coat. - 


Mrs. William Thaw, the prisoner's 


mother, was the first of the family to 
arrive. She was dressed in black and 
wore a heavy black veil, her white hair 
showing in striking contrast against 
the somber costume. The Countess of 
Yarmouth, who was Miss Alice Thaw, 
followed her mother. Her gown was 
of brown, cut with coat effect. 
The 


brown hat was of fur, and a heavy 
brown veil covered her face. But the 
countess, too, after she had become 
more accustomed to her surround- 
ings, pushed aside the veil which had 
bidden her features. Mrs. -George 
Lauder Carnegie, another sister of" the 
defendant, came in with the countess, 
and there was a lively craning of 
necks to catch first glimpse of Mrs. 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, around whom 
the storm of the great trial will rage. 
Bhe quickly appeared with May Mc- 
Kenzie, the actress, who has been her 
sole companion since the night of the 
tragedy, when the artists' model wife 
of Stanford White's slayer fled to Miss 
McKenzie's apartment. 
The younger 


Mrs. Thaw was dressed in dark blue 
and wore a plain dark hat which was 
almost entirely covered by a white 
tulle veil. Not once did young Mrs. 
Thaw remove the veil, but her fea- 
tures were plainly discernible. 
Her 


dark mass of hair made a pretty set- 
ting for the ivory of her cheeks. Ed- 
ward Thaw, a brother, and George 
Carnegie, brother-in-law, sat almost at 
Harry's elbow. 


Deming B. Smith, a retired manu- 


facturer of umbrellas, and Charles H. 
Fecke, an employing teamster, quali- 
fied as jurors. Both are married men 
and have families. Smith is about 55 
years of age and Fecke 45. Frank P. 
Hill, a baker, also qualified, but was 
excused for business reasons.

HIYES DEFENDS CALIFORNIA 


In Segregating Japanese Children 


and Criticizes President 


Roosevelt. 


Washington, Jan. 24. — The senate 


accepted the proposition of the house 
of representatives to increase the sal- 
aries of senators, members and terri- 
torial delegates to $7,500 annually and 
those of the vice president, the speak- 
er of the house and members of the 
president's cabinet to $12,000. 
This 


action was taken by a vote of 53 to 21, 
and followed a discussion of nearly 
three hours. An amendment confining 
the increase to cabinet officers and 
the presiding officers of the senate 
and house was voted down, as was 
also a proposition to postpone the in- 
crease until 1913. Senator Beveridge 
of Indiana made an extended address 
setting forth the child labor conditions 
of the country, in support of his pend- 
ing bill prohibiting interstate com- 
merce in articles which are the prod- 
uct of child labor. 


President Roosevelt sent to the sen- 


ate and house a special message urg- 
ing legislation to help shipping and 
trade by encouraging the building and 
running lines of large 
and 
swift 


steamers to South America and the 
orient. He says the urgent need of 
this country making an effort to do 
something like its share of its own 
carrying trade on the ocean was call- 
ed to his attention by the experiences 
of Secretary Root on his recent South 
American tour. 
State aid to steam- 


ship lines, the president says, is as 
much a part of the commercial sys- 
tem as the employment of consuls to 
promote business. The president says 
.the proposed law, which has been dis- 
cussed in congress, is in no sense ex- 
perimental, but based on the best and 
most successful precedents, as for in- 
stance, the recent Cunard 
contract 


with the British government. The 
president discusses the bill before" the 
committee, and says "it would surely 
be discreditable for us to surrender to 
our commercial rivals the great com- 
merce of the orient, the great com- 
merce we should have with 
South 


America, and even our communication 
with Hawaii and the Philippines." 


Agricultural Appropriation. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The agricul- 


tural appropriation bill, carrying ?8,- 
125,790, was reported to the house by 
Chairman Wadsworth ot the house 
committee on agriculture. This bill 
does not include meat inspection, for 
which $3,000,000 is appropriated in 
other bills. For the regulai and rou- 
tine work of the department of agri- 
culture the appropriations aggregate 
$7,635,790, and this amount is swelled 
by emergency appropriations, such as 
$150,000 to exterminate the gypsy 
moth, £190,000 to eliminate the cotton 
boll weevil and about 8300,000 for the 
enforcement of the pure food law.

which they are shipped, and provides 
that a c. o. d. delivery of liquor in pro- 
hibition section is the same as a sale 
at the place of delivery. 


Denatured Alcohol. 


Washington, Jan. 24. — The house 


committee on ways and means decided 
to make a favorable report on a bill 
which is designed to enable small 
manufacturers to engage in making 
denatured alcohol. It provides for the 
locked still and tank system in plants 
not making more than 100 gallons a 
day, and also provides that denatured 
alcohol is to be exempted from inter- 
nal revenue tax when used in chloro- 
form, ether or other substances where 
the alcohol is chemically changed.

Washington, Jan. 24. — The White 


House has announced the resignation 
of Theodore Shonts as chairman of 
the isthmian canal commission, the 
same to take effect not later than 
March 4. 


Chairman Shonts has been elected 


president of the Interborough-Metro- 
politan company, which controls, the 
rapid transit and many surface lines 
in New York. No announcement was 
made as to who will succeed Mr. 
Shonts as chairman of the commis- 
sion, but it was learned authoritative- 
ly that headquarters will be removed 
from Washington to the isthmus and 
that a high-salaried chairman to serve 
in that capacity alone will not be" 
named. This being admitted, It fol- 
lows that John F. Stevens, the engi* 
neer in charge of the construction of 
the canal, would not be made subordi- 
nate to another official on the isthmus. 
Without any definite announcement, 
therefore, it is regarded as a certainty 
that Mr. Stevens will be named as 
chairman of the commission, and will 
assume duties as such in connection 
with his post as chief engineer. 


Mr. Shonts' retirement 
does not 


come wholly as a surprise. It has 
been rumored persistently as soon dfl 
action had been taken upon the prop- 
osition to build the canal by contract 
that Mr. Shonts would sever his Con- 
nection and resume a calling more 
congenial to his taste. Secretary Taft 
of the war department confirmed that 
rumor by saying that Mr. Shonts' res- 
ignation was voluntary, which fact is 
borne out by the president's letter ac- 
cepting it. 


Mr. Shonts became chairman of the 


canal commission on April 3, 1905, 
coming from the presidency of the 
Clover Leaf route, which title he held 
for some time after taking up the 
canal work. This connection, together 
with the fact that Mr. Shonts spent 
little time on the isthmus, caused con- 
siderable dissatisfaction in the senate. 
The two objections thus raised con- 
tributed to the failure of the senata 
last session to confirm the nomina- 
tions of canal commissioners, and 
they have not sines been confirmed. 
The failure of nominations in the sen- 
ate, however, had nothing to do with 
Mr. Shonts' decision to resign.

year. Added to the 1907 appropria- 
tions of $806,000, are unexpended bal- 
ances of previous appropriations.
